"ABSTRACT ‘OF CORRESPONDENCE. 


on THE "Trarw.—Elder C. W. Nibley wrote from on board the train, on 
the Chicago and Northwestern Railway, on Sunday morning, May 4th :— 

“We left New York, from the Jersey City side, at 7 p.m., May Ist. Our 
ride to Pittsburg, a distance of 444 miles, occupied twenty-six hours, At 
Pittsburg we changed cars from the Pennsylvania, to the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago Railway. We have had five cars almost exclusively for 
our use all the way, so we have not suffered for want of room. At Chicago 
we were only forty minutes in changing and getting under way on our happy 
journey home, From Pittsburg to Chicago, a distance of 468 miles, we were 
run through, on a special, in nineteen hours. All-the company feel firstrate. 
The weather is lovely, and the whole country smilingly beautiful.” 

New TABERNACLE, Lake Crry.—Brother Edward Brain wrote from 
Salt Lake City, under date of May 2nd. We make the following extract from 
his letter, giving a detailed description of the New Tabernacle, now nearing 
comipletion : 

“We are still at work on the New Tabernacle, and I may say, as one of the 
building committee, it presents a handsome appearance, although not yet 
finished. We have placed the 22 large pinnacles on the building, 12 octagon 
and’ 10’ square, averaging 20 feet in height. They are sanded, so as to resemble 
stone. There’are 4 entrances, one east, west, north and south. These lead 
into recesses, 8 feet by 26 feet, in each of which are 2 flights of stairs, leading 
to the gallery. The floor is 64 feet by 116 feet in the clear, and has an incline 
of 4 feet from west: to east, which’ will enable all to see the speaker. The 
stand ‘for ‘the Twelve’ Apostles, is 21 feet by 10 feet. It is on a platform 44 


- feet high. In front of this is the bishops’ stand, for administering the sacra- 


ment, etc., which is raised 2'feet. In the rear of the stand and elevated above 
it' is‘ the place designed for the organ, which is being made at our work shops, 
and will be ready by October’ or November next. This instrument will be 
placed on the west‘end, and occupy a space of 26 feet by 16 feet, and 24 feet 
high. The choir will sit in front of it, extending slightly beyond on each side. 
There will be seating capacity for 125 singers. The gallery is 10 feet high and 
adorned with over 200 ange gf Reser balastrade looks well and has a ‘cosy 
appearance. 

The building 
will bé well lighted with 40 large windows. Gas will also be put in, that
